With proper cultivation throughout 
the seagon, there should be little or 
no trouble in conitroliing weeds in the 
vegetable giarden. t is said that one 
year’s seeding means seven years’ 
weeding, but observation indicates 
that it sometimes means considerably 
more than seven years’ weeding.

Knowing what he does, the physt- 
cian would expect to find some cases 
of diabetes among those of this pa.

pounds to their weight. Not all fat 
people have diabetes but thin adults 
seldom fall victims. 

Very Wikely it will be asked what 
good it is to know that diabetes oc- 
curs much more frequently in the ov- 
erweigh: than in the underweight, or 
that women are attacked more fre 
quently than men, and that the diis- 
ease appears usually bétween the ages 
of fonty and! sixty. 


This informattion tis of practical 
value if it is also known that heredity 
plays a very definite part. In other 
words, ovenweight is undesirable for 
all adults, but when it is associated 
with a family history of diabetes, it 
has much more significance. 

To know tthat diabetes has occurred 
in tine famiily need mot arouse any feel- 
ings of fear. It should be accepted 
as @ warning to watch, with extra 
care, the health of the body and so 
avoid tthe physical difficulties which 
othenwise, through carelessness, might 
develop 

There are good reasons why every- 
one should have a periodic health ex- 
amination. Those with a family this- 
tory of diabetes should never fail to 
provide this safeguard for themselves. 
The early detection off disease is most 
desirable because it permits of early 
treatment which offers so much to the 
patient. ; 

The first signs of diabetes are 
changes in ithe urine and blood which 

‘are detected at the periodic health ex- 

amimation, long before the individual 
feels any change in himself. Ait the 
same time, focal infections or other 
abnormal states, which should be got 
nid of by proper treatment, are dis- 
covered. 

No one can attempt to diagnose his 
own condition, mor should anyone at- 
tempt to do so. Suspicion, which 
should send one ito his doctor, should 
be aroused iby a persistent thirst, and

St. Géeonge’s Day—Englanid’s Day— 
was celebrated on April 23rd in al- 
most every countmy in the world. Tt 
is the name day of our King, George 
VI, and the day ion which, in 3803 A.D. 
St. George, England’s Patron Saint, 
suffered martyrdom. — 

On this day also, in 1564, Shake- 
speare was born and in 1616 he diced.

St George’s Daly was first celebrat- 
ed on our Prairies on April 23rd, 1755 
——183 years ago—by Anthony Hen- 
day, an English youth apprenticed to 
the Hudison’s Bay Company. , . 

Henday held the ceremony at the 
junction of the Red Deer River and 
Tait Creek, about 16 miles west of the 
present town of Stettler, Alberta, by, 
as he described it in his journal, “Dis- 
playing my flag, iby feasting, talking, 
drumming, etc. ....- im this plentiful 
land.” 

Henday was the first white man 
ever ‘to cross the Canadian Prairies, 
or to gee the Canadian Rockies. He 
spent ithe winter trapping and hunt- 
ing fbetween tine present c.P.R. line 
from Calgary to Edmonton, and the 
Red Deer River. He travelled albout 
1800 miles by canoe, and some 900 
miles overland on foot; one of the 
most remarkable and adiventurous 
journeys ever made %y a lone white 
man.

Night Fatalities Increasing 

During the early stage of their 
investigation, Senator Plunkett 
said, a trend chart revealed that 
since 1921 night fatalities have 
been increasing at an alarming 
rate while the rate of day fatalities 
have been actually decreasing. Fur- 
ther, it was found that from 1933 
through 1936 over 60% of all fatal 
accidents occurred at night when 
the volume of traffic is only one- 
quarter that in the daytime. Almost 
half of the night fatalities occurred 
in rural areas and very nearly all 
of those on nheavy-traflic State 
routes. 


Adequate Visibility Needed 


‘ A study of various reports, the 

: Senator stated, disclosed that poor 
visibility is blamed for abnormal 
night accidents by many of the 
nation’s leading traffic experts. He 
said that headlights must be de 
veloped and improved to handle

more adequately 
problem on the ninety per cent 
of Massachusetts roads which it 
would not be economically prac- 
tical to light. There still remains 
that ten per cent of major high- 
ways where fraffic densities and 
accident experience indicate that 
headlights have not done and can- 
not be expected to do an adequate 
safety job. According to Senator 
Plunkett, it will be possible to re- 
duce night accidents by 40 to 50 
per cent on_ those’ highways 
through the provision of modern 
safety lighting. 

If anyone has any doubts as to 
the effectiveness of modern high- 
way lighting, Senator Plunkett 
contends that they need only to 
inspect, as did his Committee, a 
modern installation and compare 
the conditions with those existing 
on unlighted roads,

“As a result of our complete in- 
vestigation,” said the Senator, “the 
Joint Legislative Committee on 
Highways and Motor Vehicles de- 
termined to recommend legislation 
which would give the Department 
of Public Works enough money to 
install safety lighting on a limited 
mileage of heavy traffic State high- 
ways of proven night hazards. 

“Massachusetts must do some- 
thing to stem the rapid increase in 
night fatalities. The motorist is 
aying plenty for the protection 
afforded by highway improvement 
and, personally, | do not believe 
that there is a motorist in the 
Commonwealth who will have any 
objection to the night-time im- 
provement on State routes, pro 
vided the action is not carried on
